REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The closest 
prior art as cited is best represented by Takahiro, JP 2001-146540, which teaches 
compositions closely related to those claimed herein except that the crossl inking 
monomer is taught as an epoxy functional monomer instead of the mono-ester of the 
butenedioic acid, and the proportions of the monomers are different and do not overlap. 
Other references cited also do not teach the specific combination of monomers and 
their proportions as required by the claims. Applicants claimed invention is, therefore, 
both novel and unobvious over the closest prior art as cited. 

2. Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
